Chicago, May 2 b— A new explosive 
as harmless as sawdust when expos­ 
ed to friction or tire hut twice as pow 
erful as dynamite was given a thor­ 
ough test by J ohn H 
Ericsson, city 
engineer of Chicago, and other memj 
hers of an official committee under 
the direction of F. M. Marshall, the 
inventor. Notwithstanding Mr. Mar­ 
shall’s assurance that ihe nine lbs. 
of atneritc was quite as safe for him 
to rorry under his arm as wallpaper, 
the committee followed hint at 
a 
safe distance on tho way to the test­ 
ing ground. But he, however, 
went 
up and down ladders and over rooks 
quite unconcernedly and viudivatcd 
his judgment later when he opened 
the package, tossed 
a long yellow 
stick of ainerite on a rock and wit If 
a revolver proceed ml to shoot It full 
of holes withou-t producing an ex­ 
plosion. 
Then he spread 
several 
pieces of the explosive on a tlat rock 
and ground it as an Indian grinds 
corn. Still no explosion. But when lie 
put tho crumbs into a hole that had 
licon drilled in a limestone ledge, ad­ 
justed the fulminating cap and de- 
tonated it a hundred tons of rock was 
crumbled loose which would have re­ 
quired twice as much dynamite to 
move. Quite unconcernedly Mr. Mar­ 
shall ignited the end of a stin’e 
of 
amerite in a bonfire and watched if 
burn with a bright glare 
notwith­ 
standing the same quantity had ins! 
moved a small mountain. 
Another 
test 
was made by exploding black 
gunpowder in which was buried 
a 
click of amerite and although the 
powder burned with a great flash the 
amerite was only singed. It is be­ 
lieved that this new explosive will 
prove immensely popular with farm­ 
ers who have learned the value of 
sub-soiling with explosives and with 
orchard 1st b who have found 
their

with explosive.

conceived a plan as brilliant as It was 
daring . 
He purposed to leave one- 
half of ids arm y under L ong street in 
front of Pope, and throw th e oth er 
half, under Jackson, by 
a circuitous 
m a rch to a point tw'enty -ono miles ex ­ 
actly betw een him and W ashing ton. 
In p ursuance of his plan and to fa­ 
cilitate its ex ecution, a day or two be­ 
fore Jackson sta rte d Leo determ ined 
to throw his cavalry , under S tuart, 
tw elve m iles in Pope’s rear, a t C at­ 
le tt’s Station, a point on tho railroad 
connecting Pope with his capital. 
A t th a t place w ere encam p ed tho 
reserve, 
bag g ag e 
and 
am m unition 
tra ins of 
Pope's 
arm y . 
T here, too, 
w ere his personal effects. 
S tua rt cap­ 
tured a num ber of officers and men. a 
larg o sum of m oney In a safe in one 
of tho te nts and dispatches and oth er 
papers, but th e rain fell in such tor­ 
rent« and the nig ht was so dark th a t
